Meanwhile extensive preparations are 
keing made for the expedition planned 
kjr Count Von Walderaee. T^e Oer- 
mans have iiiir( hased 1,800 camels for 
Irangport purposes. 

The minlstera think the gravity of 
;ttk9 aituatton over, but it la expected 
that dllBcuIties will arise among 
themselves, when lOipe of the govern- 
ments send their Indemnity claims, 
and particularly Is there uneasiness 

Sgardlng the attitude of Germany 
at her claims must be paid In cash 
1>efore evanuuion takes place. The 
other minibti.'rs resent this, saying it 
will be impossible for China to pay as 
China has not a large reserve and the 
customs receipts go to pay dividends 
upon former loans; and it is improl)- 
able that she could borrow a sum of 
any magnitude.

Awaiting psvalopmants. 

Washington, Feb. 20.— The state de- 
partment has not yet addressed itself 
to any of the Kurupean governments 
Japan respecting its dissent to tbe 
proposed military campaign In China. 
The only influence brought to bear 
«pon the powers by the state depart- 
ment in thiit direction has b^'^n ex- 
erted through Minister Conger, who 
•Ireadf has expressed himself to th( 
other ministers at Peking. The state 
department sent a copy of the in 
structions >i;iv' ii Mr. Conger to our 
diplomatic representatives at each of 
pie capitals of th* lltorested powers. 
But it is stated that this was done 
with the sole purpose of ke<M)ing our 
representatives t liDiont^lily informed 
of the progress of the negotiations 
and In no case were they Instructed 
to make this Conger dispatch the 
basis for direct communications with 
the governments to which they are ac- 
.credited. Qenerai Chaffee's course 
has been entirely approved and he has 
%een notified to that effect Minister 
Wu was again at tbe state department 
tn search of laformatlon, ^iit had 
none to give. 

Conger's Instructions. 

Washington, Feb. 20.— Minister 
Conger has been instructed by cable 
to communicate to the foreign minis- 
iers at P< king the feeling of tho 
United States government that fur- 
ther hostile expeditions should not be 
feadulged in at this time. This action 
vas Uken by the state department 
after the cabinet discussion had de 
veioped the attitude of the adminis 
tntlon. It Is understood that thi^ 
oourse was regarded as best, since it 
left room for another appeal to the 
powers directly through their foreign 
officers in case Mr. Conger's efforts 
are futile. The note is said to be in 
perfect accord with the policy ai
